Sec. 1. 2008 c 230 s 4 (uncodified) is anended to read as fol |l ows:

(1) The sex offender policy board, as created by chapter
(Substitute Senate Bill No. 6596), Laws of 2008, shall review and nmake
recommendati ons for changes to the statutory requirenents relating to
sex offender and kidnapping offender registration and notification
The revi ew and recommendati ons shall include, but are not limted to:

(a) The appropriate class of felony and sentenci ng desi gnati ons for
a conviction of the failure to register;

(b) The appropriate groups and classes of adult offenders who
shoul d be required to register;

(c) The appropriate groups and classes of juvenile offenders who
shoul d be required to register;

(d) When a sex offender or kidnapping offender should be relieved
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of registration or notification requirements and the process for
term nation of those obligations; ((and))

(e) Sinplification of the statutory Ilanguage to allow the
departnent of corrections, |aw enforcenent, and offenders to nore
easily identify registration and notification requirenents; and

(f) The appropriate groups and_classes of adult, and juvenile, if
any, offenders who should be required to submt their electronic mail
address or any other internet comunication nane or identity including,
but not limted to, instant nessage, chat, or social networking nanes

or identities, and the uniform resource |ocator of any personal web

site created or operated by the person, for purposes of npnitoring

potentially inappropriate online behavior, and _ the appropriate

sanctions for failure to provide such information in a tinely and

accurate manner, as_well as any other issues associated wth

establishing and i npl enenti ng such a requirenment.

(2) In fornmulating its recomendations, the board shall reviewthe
experience of other jurisdictions and any avail able evidence-based
research to ensure that its recomendati ons have the maxi numi npact on
public safety.

(3) The board shall report to the governor and the relevant
committees of the legislature no | ater than Novenber 1, 2009.
